SCENE WAS BRILLIANT ONE 


Diplomats And Officials First and the 


Public Last.—Rigid Precautions 


to Avert a Tragedy. 


Washington, 
Jan. 1.—President 


Roosevelfs New Tear's reception was 
one of the most brilliant events in 
Washington's recent social history. 


All cullers were afforded an oppor- 


tunity of greeting the president and 
Mrs. Roosevelt and exchanging with 
them the compliments of the new year. 
No distinction was made except those 
that were rendered necessary in the 
preservation of order and the greetings 
extended to all, high and low, rich and 
poor, were alike cordial and sincere. 


Today the general public for the 
first time had an opportunity to see 
the widely heralded improvements in 
the White House—improvements which 
when completed will have cost about 
$60,000. 


Scene of Splendor. 
To the brilliancy of the crystal chan- 
deliers and the splendor of the new 
furnishings were added the beauty of 
floral decorations, which, although fev/ 
as compared with those.of previous 
New Year's receptions, were arranged 
with consummate art and effective- 
ness. 
Promptly at 11, the hour, at which 


the reception began, the trumpeters of 
the Marine band sounded a fanfare, 
announcing the approach of the presi- 
dent and Mrs, Roosevelt and the im- 
mediate party.

Roosevelt on his arm descended the 
main staircase end entered the blue 
room, where the guests were received. 
Following them came the members of 


..» cabinet and their ladles. 
The receiving party was arranged tn

Happy and Gracious. 
Between the two sections of the re- 


viving party a lane was formed by 
ordons of old gold velvet. Through 
this lane callers passed from the red 
room, proceeding through the green 
room Into the east room and thence 
down the staircase into the east ter 
ruce and thence Into the street 
The president was in excellent spir- 


ts and Mrs. Roosevelt never seemed 
happier or more gracious; The presi- 
dent was attired in a frock suit and 
the only dash of color about his at- 
tive was a tie, grayish tinted. .

The dean of the 
corps, Herr von Hollenbnch, German 
imbassador, occupied the post of hon- 
or at the head of the line. All am- 
bassadors and ministers were accom- 
panied by their entire suites and their 
uniforms 
were weighted with gold 
ace and rich ornamentation and decor- 
ations. 


Cuba was represented today for the 
first time, Senor Gonzales De Ques- 
ada having the hqnor of extending the 
first greeting of the new year to the 


resident on behalf of the new island 
republic. 


Diplomats First. 


After the diplomats President and 


Mrs. 
Roosevelt received the supreme 


court of the United States, headed by 


" ief Justice Fuller, Judges of the Unl- 
ed States 
• court of claims, district 


court of appeals, and the supreme court 
of the District of Columbia, ex-cabinet 
nembeis and ex-ministers of the Unl- 
ed States. 


At 11:30 the reception of senators, 
'ep'resentatives and delegates in con- 
ress began. 
Then came the military contingent, 


composed of officers of the' United 
States army and navy with the marine 
corps, together with -the general and 
he staff of the militia of the District 
of Columbia. 


At the 
conclusion of this feature 


came the reception of assistant secre- 
aries of departments, assistant attor- 
eys general, assistant 
postmasters 
general, and various heads of bureaus 
and department chiefs in the govern- 
ment service. 


Then were received the Society of 
Cincinnati, Associated Veterans of the 
War of 1846,1847, the order of the Loy- 
il Legion, Grand Army of the Repub- 
ic, Union Veteran legion, Union, Vet- 
rans' Union, Spanish war veterans 
and members of the Oldest Inhabitants'

The Common Herd. . 
At 1 the reception to citizens gen- 


irally began. For hours hundreds of 
leople of all .jiges, colors, sexes and 
on.jitlons slowly passed the president 
.nd party. The president had a happy, 
heery greeting for all.

The throng was typically American, 
appy, fine looking and well dressed. 
'here was no hurying and some times 
light delays occurred as the president 
T Mrs. Roosevelt 'exchanged pleas- 
.ntries with their particular friends. 
Occasionally the president varied the 
ormality of receiving by Inviting, as 
a. special compliment, some personal 
riends to take a place with the re- 
etving party. 
Mrs. Roosevelt 
endured the 
long 
train of the reception admirably. A 
ew minutes before th« close of the iv- 
eption, Mrs. Roosevelt, not knowing 
ow long it might continue, left the 
^resident's side and was escorted by 
Captain Cowles to luncheon 'in tha 
private apartments of 
the mansion. 


The gates were- closed at 2:25, the line 
by that time having passed within tha 
grounds. The reception of callers was 
concluded at 2:34 p. m. The president 
after chatting a few minutes with the 
receiving party retired to his private 
apartments for luncheon. According to 
the program the reception should have 
ended at 2 o'clock, but the president 
directed that all persons In line should 
be afforded an opportunity to enter the 
White House and being received. 


Nearly 7000 Callers. 
The total number of callers fell a 
trifle short ot 7,000. The president ex- 
tended a. cordial greeting and hand- 
shake to each "one. He was particularly 
interested in the babies, many of whom 
were carried by their parents. At the 


conclusion of the reception the presi- 
dent' manifested little fatigue and ex- 
pressed himself as being delighted at 
the opportunity of meeting so many 
friends.

Rigid Precautions.

Report of Dr. Jacques* 


The report of Dr. Jacques, the medi-

fever bacilli' One hundied and twenty 
c. c. of bouillon was inoculated with 
bacillus typhols. The ftttslc was placed 
In the incubator 
at 90 degiees for 


twelve hours At the end of this period 
4 c c. of lemon juice i\as added. At 
the en<3 of four hours plates were in'oc- 
ulated from this flask The plates, at 
the end of twenty-four hours, bhowed 
no growth." 


Commenting on the lemon juice test 


n London, Dr. Ferguson said: 


"Typhoid germs must be taken in- 


to the stomach in order to cause ty- 
phoid fever. If, therefore, people will 
put a drop or two of lemon juiee in the 
water they drink they v, ill be safe."

While it Is shown that starchy foods 


in large quantities, or out of propor- 
tion to other principles are'harmful 
in a great many cases—In most cases, 
it may be said—and particularly hurtful 
to those who have strongly ricid stom- 
achs and weak pancreatic digestion, 
this fact does not in any wise elimin- 
ate the vegetable gluten supplied by 
wheat, peas and beans, which, ii propr 
erly treated, agree with invalids better 
than meat, unfess ,perhiips, thei e are 
some very peculiar individual eo^dl- 
tions, which are1 possible, but not com- 
mon.

One teaspoonful of the juice to half 


a glassfui of water is knots n to be a 
good combination, and repeated iriais 
have invariably pioduced the same le- 
sult—every germ was killed. Further 
tests will be made at once to ascertain 
how small an amount of lemon juice 
will suffice to destroy the bacilli 
Dr. 


Reynolds is also 
Investigating the 


properties of manufactured citric acid. 
If the acid will take the place of the 
lemons a great Saving will be accom- 
plished, for It Is inexpensive as com- 
pared with lemons. 


The action of the lemon juice is to 


cause the bacilli to shrivel up and die. 
Their power to produce the 
poison 


which causes typhoid Is thus destroy- 
ed, and water which 
in its original 


state v as highly dangerous to drink 
becomes as innocuous as if it had been 
distilled. 


Discovered by London Doctor. 


The investigations and 
announce- 


ment of the Chicago health authorities 
are the result of the announcement 
made on Christmas day by Dr. Asa 
Ferguson, a London physician. 
Dr. 


Ferguson announced what the local 
authoiitjes now endorse, that lemon 
juice was a deadly foe to typhoid. It 
had long been known that certain acids 
would kill the bacilli, but their effect 
was also to kill human beings The 
harmless acid In lemons was entirely

in wealth, for they had prospected it

about. 
It could be bought for $150,- 


000. 


They accordingly oiganiaed the Do- 


minion Gold Mining company, with a 
capital of $750,000. 
They sold 5,000 


shaies of this at $30 a share and got 
the $150,000 und went back to Alaska 
In the spilng of 1901. 


Exhibited Gold Dust. 


They came back to Danville In the 


fall of 1901 and made a spectacular 
entry into the city. 
It will be remem- 


bered that they had bags of gold dust, 
which they exhibited in a Vermilion 
street window daily for some time, a 
quantity of it is said to be worth $40,- 
000. 


It will be remembered 
that 
they 


were tendered a big banquet by the 
stockholders, at which time the stock- 
holders w«re paid dividenc-s of $12.58! 
a share on Yukon. 


It develops that very Htle of that 


gold dust came out of the mining prop- 
erty for which the Danville people had 
paid such fancy prices. It was nearly 
all bought at banks In Alaska, where 
it Is a citdilating medium, and it was 
paid for with cash which the Danville 
people and others had put up for tha 
stock.

At Springfield Tuesday before the 


High school 
section of the 
State 


Teachers' Association President A. R. 
Taylor of The James Mlllikin Univer- 
sity delivered an address on "The Im- 
portance of Methqd in the Secondary 
Schools anJ Colleges." 


He spoke in substance as follows: 


. The great advances in methods of 
instruction in the last fifty years have 
inured more directly to the benefit of 
the grades than to the high schools 
and colleges. This has bee due laigely 
to the tnunterente of the college people 
who until recently, have been inclined 
to be very skeptical of the claims Of 
scientific pedagogy. The great change 
in theif attitude 
during the past 


twenty 
years has, however, added 


greatly" to the seriousness and dignity 
of the study of educational problems 
aid all-that they involve. 
The reviv- 


al of interest in psychology and the 
results of child study have helped to 
put pedagogy on a saner basis than 
formerly. 


In spite of this, too little vantage has 


accrued to the pupils above the grades, 
This may be due to the difficulty in tha 
way of applying the principles of meth- 
od to the work of pupils who are in the 
reflective stage of their development. It 
should be remembered, however, that 
there is more need 
If 
possible, for 


methodical instruction in that stage 
than in the preceding stages. The re- 
lation of the reasoning process to ap- 
perception Is such that it serves a 
function similar to observation and ex- 
perimentation in that it is also ever 
contributing to thb enlargement of the 
power of the latter. The higher think- 
ing processes should be conducted with 
increasing care and wisdom on the 
part of the teacher. 
The best edu- 


cated man is not merely the one who 
can reason well, but who through much 
and wise practice in reasoning, is able 
directly and immediately to grasp the 
elements in problems, which ordinary 
men apprehend only through the slov 
process of formal syllogistic reason- 
ing. 
It is a noto'rious fact that at 18 


or 19 years of age the American youth 
is about two years behind his German 
and French cousins of the same age. 
He Is behind them both in the range of 
his knowledge and in his mental power. 
This is due largdly'to- the fact that the 
German and French teachers are, gen- 
erally speaking, 'Abre methodical than 
ours and that they spend more time 
In teaching their pupils how to study 
and how to think. 


Every self-activity is' constructive. 


Self-consciousness 
is 
no exception 


to the tule To die proper mastery of 
a siibject, the inte'grity of its self-ac- 
tivity rnust be preserved and followed. 
Each step In the series Is the embodi- 
ment of all the forces that have gone 
before. 
The next higher is made pos- 


sible by the combined efforts of their 
accumulated forces^ acting in accord. 


The three general modes of progres- 


sion In the rising series in all physical 
and Wologlcal organisms are the arith' 
metical, the geometrical, and Involu- 
tion. 
The mind properly educated is 


always advancing in power to think 
in masses and In rapidly Increasing 
masses. A beautiful example of 
this 


method of growth In power is seen in 
the development of the formulae illus- 
trating the molecular movements pro- 
ducing the higher organic compounds. 
The mljjd 
that 
intelligently traces 


chemical affinity in its simple combin- 
ations, following its Jaw through the 
mazes of subtile actions and reactions 
to the apprehension of the philosophy 
of the hydrocarbon series, has become 
great beyond compare with the plodder 
who merely makes and describes the 
experiments assigned to him in the 
laboratory, however numerous they 
may be. 


Now a~ higher process Is simply a 


higher process because it accomplishes 
more with a single effort. 
Instead of 


doing a single thing, It does two things, 
or twenty 01 a thousand at once, and 
thought power is increased according- 
ly. 
There is an old maxim that he 


wllo. conquers another 
in a contest 


takes unto himself the strength of his 
vanquished foe. 
This is no fiction in 


knowledge-getting for mental activity 
is constantly rcenforcing itself exact- 
ly In propoi'tlon to Its success in trac- 
ing out and parallelling 
the secret 


modes of the various constructive ac- 
tivities at work in the natural world 
and In the world of art. This truth 
is further exemplified in tho law that 
however objectively engaged the mind 
may be, the reaction upon the self-, 
activity in exercise is the same as 
though it were -Working directly upon 
itself, if that were possible. 


We are too much inclined to forget 


the larger sphere embraced in the law 
of habit. We magnify the fact of do- 
ing and overlook the far-reaching im- 
portance of the method, of doing even 
a very simple thing. There may be 
little choice among the methods of do- 
ihg a single thing so far as that thing 
alone is concerned, but 
as affecting 


the development of ability to do a sec- 
ond thing that may be mat there is 
very great need of e. wise choice. The 
masses of the people are so short- 
sighted that they fall to recognise the 
dependence of future acquisition and 
future skill upon such choice. 


If a teacher follows the narrow, short- 


sighted processes of instruction Illus- 


trated in. arithmetical progression, his. 
pupils after leaving him will assuredly 
continue to develop In the same piecer 
meal way, but if he follows the geo- 
metrical or the 
involution 
process, 


they will, under the Impetus of an 
increasing multitude of 
forces, con- 


tinue their development in the 
saYne 


ever-widening range of activities. 


Students are usually introduced 
to 


the laws of thinking and knowledge- 
getting too late for them to be of any 
great servici-. While great gain will 
come to them by the method outlined, 
It will be greatly increased by a sys- 
tematic effort on the part of the teach- 
ers throughout the entire course 
of 


study to give well graded instruction 
and practice In methods of investiga- 
tion and reasoning. 
Very early a 


youth may be taught to distinguish in- 
dividual and general notions, to un- 
derstand how each IE formed, to gener- 
alize aud verify results, to prove the 
various steps in elementary reasoning 
processes, to see the relation between 
distant and apparently unlike things, 
to appreciate tbe value of u relation 
when discovered, and to 
apply 
the 


knowledge gained in the schoolroom to 
the affairs of everyday life. 


It is a great error to relegate prac- 


tice in original thinking and reasoning 
to the precarious chances of the liter- 
ary or debating club. 
The eternal 


why of some teachers Joes not meet 
the case. 
The meie reference 
to a 


principle or a rule for proof of a state- 
ment does not go far enough. 
A rule 


should not only prove; it should en- 
lighten. 
Its application should 
not 


only help to the solution of a concrete 
case, but should at_the same time help 
to Its own .greater significance. 


What is a fact? 
How is It discov- 


ered? 
How is Its truth established? 


What is a pertinent fact? 
How are 


facts given meaning? What is a law? 
How is it discovered? 
How Is 
It 


proved? 
What Is a law used for? 


What is its place in the reasoning 
process? are questions whose discus- 
sion need1 not be postponed until the 
young people have entered the junior 
year in the high school. 
It is well 


to remember that one great end of ed- 
ucation Is to transfer the youth from 
creatures of impulse to creatures of 
reason. 


A student not only needs plenty of 


exercise in reasoning but also plenty 
of exercise In discovering the validity 
of the processes he has followed. 
The 


fallacies and sophistries which cause 
so much confusion in our Community 
life will never be corrected until our 
schools and colleges recognize the ne- 
cessity of such instruction as an in- 
tegral part o£ an education. 
Failure 


to do this is what makes a little 
learning a dangerous thing. 
Every 


student should be perfectly 
familiar 


with the mechanics of the three great 
knowledge-getting processes, observa- 
tion, experimentation and 
reasoning. 


He should learn their functions, laws 
and limitations, together with 
their 


inter-relations and dependencies with 
the same care that he masters any oth- 
er subject.

principles, but la due to the fact that 
the county has a contract with the 
coal company for coal which takes 
precedence over orders that are flled 
by Individuals. The county does not 
dish out coal with a lavish hand. Act- 
Ing Overseer of the Poor Mai tin stated 
yesterday that the paupers were limll- 
pd to a ton a month and he has to be 
wide awal*£ to prevent this rule being 
overstepped. In extreme cases it may 
be stretched a trifle but It is not often. 
Some of the'county charges are Inclin- 
ed to be liberal with their coal after 
they get it. The overseer had a case 
the other days where an application 
was made and the applicant insisted 
'that she had been given no coal sinco 
some time In November. She did not 
know that a record was kept and It 
was shown that she had been supplied 
just two weeks before. 


The county oruers,'excepting in ur- 


gent cases are supposed to be Issued 
once a month. They are for a dollar 
each. It is not a very great allowance, 
yet the bills which come before the 
county board every quarter show that 
a large sum of money is expended on" 
tne poor of the township.

Operator Explains Raiae, 


In discussing the situation last night 


a local mlna owner stated that the 
coal dealers, In the main, were respon- 
sible for the raise. He explained the 
situation as follows: 


"Before the coai famine which now 


exists in the northern part of the state 
many of the local coal dealers bought 
coal vihioh was shipped into Spring- 
field. Thpy also deiilt \\ith mines not 
connected with the local association. 
The coal shipped in here was sold to 
them cheaper than they could buy it at 
the mines which belong to the associ- 
ation. The coal which they secured at 
other mines was given to them at lower 
figures than at the mines affiliated with 
the association. 


Shut Out the Independents. 


"Now, when the famine develops in 


the northern 'Ptirt of the state, these 
conl mines which have been shipping 
coal into Springfield naturally enough 
discontinued their trade here and now 
ship to the points where higher prices 
prevail. Then, too, the roads are bad 
nnd the hauling distance 
is farther 


from the mines not connected with the 
association. 


"With such conditions before them 


the local dealers went to the mines af- 
filiated with the association. Prices 
were then advanced from J2.50 a ton 
off the cars to $3.00.

members of the Cumberland church 
nnd he joined in boyhood. Three of his 
brothers became ministers. 


Mr. Hawkins was married in Octo- 


ber, 1866, at Greenville, 111., to Miss 
Emily King, who with one son, Wil- 
liam B. Hawkins, survives him. 


After leaving the 
seminary, Rev. 


Hawkins held the following pastor- 
ates: Goodlettsville, Tenn.; Winches- 
ter, Ind.; Logansport, Ind.; Columbia, 
Tenn.; Knoxville, Tenn.; and Decatur, 
III. 


He leaves besides his family three 


brothers. Rev. L. J. Hawkins, of Pal- 
estin-. III.; Rev. W. D,. Hawkins, of 
Plalnsburg, Cal.; Rev. O. C. Hawkins, 
of Missouri, and three sisters living in 
California. 


In the nine years of his residence 


here Rev. Hawkins gained an, extended 
acquaintance in the city,

within the ranks of^the congregations 
of churches of his denomination but 
n the membership of -other churches. 
He was an earnest, devoted Christian 
minister, and consistently lived the
